But 
lo! it has recently appeared again in the 
editorial columns of the Sacramento Daily 
Union. The slander.is not on the part of 
the Editor, but on the part of a writer 
whose letter he quotes, but whose name he 
suppresses. The letter is a foul and cow- 
ardly attack upon the Government and Mis- 
sion at the Sandwich Islands, and proves its 
author to have been either a dupe or a liar; 
for it is full of falsehood and false inferen- 
ces, calculated to deceive only those who 
are ignorant of the truth. We regret that 
so scurrilous a communication should have 
blotted the page of so respectable a journal. 
We especially regret that an Editor, we so 
highly esteem for his gentlemanly and de- 
servedly popular character, should uncon- 
sciously have lent his influence to the cir- 
culation of scandal. 

We forbear our own comments for the 
present, and yield our place to one whose 
position and character at the Islands entitle 
him to the full contidence of the reader. 


San Francisco, Jan. 14th, 1852: 


Mr. Eduor:—A triend has directed my 
attention to an extract from a letter written 
at the Sandwich Islands, and published in 
the Sacramento Daily Uniwn of January 5th. 

In reading the extract, my instant reply 
was, that such bold and barefaced misrep- 
resentations, by an anonymous writer, were 
unworthy of consideration, and they imost 
certainly would not obtain a moment’s con- 
sideration on my part, only, as the Editors 
of the highly respectable paper, the Union, 
came out and fully endorsed the sentiments 
and opinions of their correspondent. 


The writer of this letter appears to have 
gone to the Islands as one of those engaged 
inthe late expedition to revolutionize the 
Government. In regard to that Quixotic 
enterprise, he frankly acknowledges that 
he has been “ deceived, duped, fooled.” If he 
remains sufficiently long upon the Islands 
to collect definite and correct information 
respecting the Sandwich Island Govern- 
ment, and Missionaries of the American 
Board, he may learn that he has eyen been 
more grossly “deceived, duped, fooled.” 
As the writer could not have been but a 


wrote without due reflection. 

It has been my privilege to reside proba- 
bly more years upon the Islands than the 
writer of the said letter had days, when he 
wrote, and I am ready frankly to assert that 
[have arrived at conclusions directly oppo- 
site trom those which the Editors of the 
Union would publish and endorse to the 
world. Here let ‘me state that lam in no 
way connected with either the Sandwich 
Island Government, or the inissionaries who 
are luboring among the natives. My place 
of residence has been Honolulu, but during 
the period of my residence there I have 
visited nearly all the Islands of the group, 
and all the Mission Stations, except that of 
Hana, in Maui. [am personally acquainted 
with all the missionaries and officers of 
Government. I have repeatedly attended 
the native churches, and visited the native 
schools, and I have closely watched and 
observed the character and condition of the 
native population Under these circum- 
stances, perhaps the readers of your paper 
will be inclined to read a few remarks 
which | may now make upon some asser- 
sertions contained in the letter published 
in the Union, and the respected Editors of 
that paper imay be,.also, willing to read 
some remarks upon the other side of the 
question, inasmuch as I may claim to be an 
elder brother in the Pacific Editorial corps, 
having commenced the publication of a 
paper at the Islands, when no newspaper in 
the Knglish language was printed in any 
part of the Pacific, or on the western coast 
of either North or South America, 
Cape Horn to Bhering’s Straits.

The tollowing is a specimen of the asser- 
sertions contained in the letter :— 

“The present Government of these 
Islands is a perfect humbug. * * * Dr. 
Judd and the missionaries are the Govyern- 
ment, and notwithstanding their large sala- 
ries from the Islands’ Government, they 
still receive support from the Home Mis- 
sions. What an imposition upon the Chris- 
tian community at home :” ete. 

The Sandwich Island Government is de- 
nounced asa “humbug.” What are the 
facts. The financial affuirs of that Govy- 
ermnent have been so managed for years, 
that there has been a surplus in the national 
Treasury, which has been devoted to inter- 
nal improvements. The Government sup- 
ports a general system of Common Schools 
throughout the Islands, at an annual ex- 
pense of $15,000 or $20,000, and is now 
engaged in making roads, building prisons, 
promoting agriculture, and whatever tends 
to the improvement of the people. It has 


system of Land tenures, and establishing 
laws in accordance with the laws ‘and cus- 
toms of civilized nations- So far as the 
credit of the Government is concerned, it 
could probably at the present moment ne- 
gotiate a loan on far more favorable terms 
than either the city of Sacramento or State 
of California.

The writer next comments upon the pre- 
vailing public sentiment among the Island- 
ers in regard to virtue and chastity. He 
boldly asserts that “all the women without 
exception, from the highest to the lowest, 
give themselves up to every brute in human 
shape, that comes:along :” etc. A long ac- 
quaintance with foreigners at the Islands 
has convinced .me that many “ brutes in 
human shape’. do come along, and they 
come from enlightened and refined “ Old” 
and New England. I! have known scores of 
these men sink to a degree of brutality and 
shame never reached by a native Sandwich 
Islander; still | am far from inferring that 
there may not be many true Christians 
among foreigners coming into the Pacific, 
The writer of this letter, however, because 
he may have found some females in Heno- 
lulu or Lahaina given up to licentious prac- 
tices, has come out and branded the entire 
female portion of the population as utterly 
‘lost to all shame and self-respect.” The 
writer who will indulge in such wholesale 
and unqualified language in regard to any 
people, ought to be entirely well informed 
upon the subjects upon which he writes. 
if Thad not for years been familiar with 
such assertions, made by a certain class of 
visitors at the Islands, those contained in 
this letter weuld, perhaps, make more im- 
pression upon my own mind. I know them 
to be most gross misrepresentations, and 
really deserving no more consideration by 
candid, judicious, and influential men. Sup- 
pose a traveller visiting New York should 
assert that all the females in the United 
States sustained no better character than 
those who inhabit the “Five Points,” his 
assertions would not merit a moment’s con- 
sideration; neither is that man’s vpinion of 
much weight who landing upon a foreign 
shore immediately commences decrying 
and defaming the people of that land. This 
writer is not the first that has attempted to 
defame the missionaries and deery the mis- 
sionary’s intluence, He belongs to a num- 
erous class. He writes “1 make these asser- 
tions known to myself and almost every one 
else on the Islands. And this is the result 
of the great mission enterprise in the Sand- 
wich Islands. May God Almighty im his 
infinite goodness, save the unconverted 
heathen of the world from such enlighten- 
ing influences, as the missionaries call it.” 
Stop a moment, and cdo not draw conelu- 
sions from false premises. The Islanders, 
this writer represents as in a most deplor- 
able condition. Did Christianity or the 
Gospel, as preached by the missionaries, 
reduce the people to their degraded condi- 
tion’? Certainly not. Christianity is in no 
way responsible for their miseries. 

My own opinion may not be worthy of 
much considerajion, but lam fully convine- 
uinced that the Gospel as preached by the 
American missionaries has conferred untold 
blessings upon the Hawaiian race; and 
that multitudes of that once heathen people 
have been truly converted to the religion of 
Chrif. It is very common for certain 
Writers to complain of the missionariés; and 
assert that they are all wrong in carrying 
forward their labors. How much it is to be 
wished that such writers and readers would 
attempt a mission to the heathen world on 
their own principles.

Correspondence. 


New Haven, Cr., Dec. 6, 1851. 
Mr. Pacific.—I have just finished glancing 


‘through half a dozen numbers of your ex- 


cellent paper which have just come to hand 
and they carry me back to the scenes of 
California life almost as effectually as could 
any of the lines of New York,and California 
steamers. I seem to be among you, watch- 
ing your rapid progress, the ferment and 
settling of the social elements, the blowing 
and bursting of bubbles, the excitements of 
successful or unsuccessful enterprise, the 
freshness, vigor and uniqueness of every 
thing one meets; in short, enjoying the 
thousand and one peculiar characteristics 
that stamp California as a wonderful coun- 
try—a State sui generis—a phenomenon and 
a marvel to uninitiated outsiders. 

The correspondence of your paper is va- 
ried and full of interest, and must be equal- 
ly acceptable at home and abroad. 

All friends of Calitornia rejoice to learn 
that the brief “Reign of Terror” in San Fran- 
cisco is over. You rightly tell people on 
this side not to be alarmed for your welfare. 
Those who have seen California and know 
her circumstances, can appreciate this. But 
to all others, the state of things among you 
a few months since was totally inexplica- 
ble. Judging of the Vigilance Committee 
and their acts solely by the light of Fastern 
experience, they could see nothing but evil, 
and that continually. In truth it was diff- 
cult for any one, however familiar with Cal- 
ifornia men and manners, not to apprehend 
the abuse of so formidable a power. The 
assumption of such authority was indeed 
perilous. It was the easiest thing in the 
world to abuse it, and reflecting men had a 
right to fear for you. So that not only the 
uninformed, but your most familiar friends 
breathed easier when they heard of the new 
order of things—that the Committee had si- 
lently laid down their power, and that the 
constituted authorities were again in the 
peaceful exercise of their functions—in a 
community purged, as it were by fire, of the 
grosser exhibitions of crime, and now ready 
to profit by a better administration of law 
and justice. 

But what are your San Francisco “Fillibus- 
ters” plotting against the weal and indepen- 
dence of the Sandwich Islands! Is there 
not room in California for the rampant ener- 
gies of your citizens! The fate of the Cu- 
ban agitators would seem to be rather dam- 
pening to the ardor of any similar schemers, 
This, truly, is an age of extension and revo- 
lution. The shrieks of the executed Cuban 
invaders have scarcely died away. A broil 
is fermenting on the Mexican border. The 
renowned Kossuth has been haranguing in 
England, like another Demosthenes, in be- 
half of European liberty ; and we are about 
to hear his burning eloquence in the United 
States for the same cause. Republicanism, 
especially American republicanism, or love 
of free institutions, is extending in all direc- 
tions. But why should it push out its tenta- 
cles farther, or faster than the providential 
development of the world’s histoty would 
seem to demand. It is well to wish to see 
our neighbors happy and enjoying our own 
privileges. “But whatcall hasa knot of Cal- 
ifornia speculators—albeit they are rich and 
reckless—to lay violent hands on poor king 
Kamehameha’s realms! Is it benevolence 
that lics at the bottom of it! or sheer, un- 
mitigated, grasping selfishness and cupidity? 
No doubt the Islands are a gem of territory 
in the Pacific. They indeed are so—a 
beautiful garden spot—a sunny retreat—a 
commodious half-way house—a key to com- 
merce and influence and power, and no 
doubt France would be glad to act over there 
the same drama she played so successfully 
at Tahiti. Parhaps even John Bull would 
like to lay his fingers on that nice little patch 
of land, and call it his own. But where 
there is only one bone to pick, the only way 
to deep the peace is for all the dogs to re- 
frain from it. The real sympathies of the 
Islanders are neither with France, nor with 
England, but with the United States, Alrea- 
dy American influence there is paramount 
to all other influence. The law of Provyi- 
dence seems manifest. As for centuries 
past, so now, “ westward the star of empire 
takes its way.” Let the Sandwich Islanders 
alone, and in process of time, they will be 
sure to become a part of the United States. 
But there is no use of anticipating Provi- 
dence, and attempting to hurry events. Mr. 
Webster will say to your “ Fillibusters” 
touch not. And surely the Government of the 
Islands finds trouble enough with the mis- 
chievous French, without any addition to 
their vexations by Americans, who ought to 
be their friends and helpers. 

But possibly the rumor was only a hoax, 
or a clumsy joke. That may be ; yet straws 
show which way the wind blows. 

That matter of dividing the State is a very 


| serious question not only for California, but 


for the whole country. Any settled attempt 
to make slave territory of that which has 
been so long free, and which in its adopted 
Constitution has once declared its intention 
to remain free, will prove an apple of dis 
cord equal to any that has been thrown into 
the confederacy of States. Politicians try 
to fancy that the slavery agitation has been 
quieted. They have spread the thin ashes

give law to Despotism, rather than to receiv: 
it. The truth is, an American can scarcely 
speak or act at all, without committing son: 
glaring inconsistency, so long as the wors: 
form of oppression is interwoven with our 
institutions and apparently sanctioned }, 
them. Even now the whole land is liftin, 
up a united shout for Kossuth and Hungary. 
while a stronger than Austrian despotisin 
crushes millions of our own populatiog — 
How can a nation blow hot and blow coli 
with the same breath? How can they bind 
laurels on the brow of the Hungarian refu- 
gee, and rivet fetters on the poor fugitive 
from perpetual bondage’ The flat incon. 
gruity of the thing is most glaring already 
in the Congressional debate on the recep. 
tion of Kossuth. There is hardly a question 
in which liberty is an element, that can con 
up in Congress without such a result, and 
the question of territorial organization to, 
Southern California would prove a fre-bran / 
fur more disastrous than those which Sam). 
son sent with his foxes among the standiny 
corn of the Phikstines. 

It is true the abettors of a division hold 
this question in abeyance. Their proffered 
reasons are of a different sort, and without 
doubt many of them are honest ones, how- 
ever ill founded. Still the contingency is 
suclr, that this questio vexata cannot be kept 
out: certainly not, unless, in making a 
division, the new territory should declare it- 
adhesion to the great principle of freedon: 
on which the present constitution of Calitor. 
nia wus so happily founded. 

That California as now defined mus! 
ultimately form two or more States is not 
only probable but morally certain. Would 
that the division might be made without a1:.
